CoLuMBus, O., Feb. 5.—A scheme made 
public today by the polite shows thatan at- 
tempt to induce Oscar Durante, editor of 
L’ Italia, Chicago, to come to Columbus failed 
for the reason that he believed the Mafia of 
this city proposed to assassinate him.

Two of them were love letters signed Freda, 
Thornton.” The first was dated Nov..25, 
1894, and the second Dec. 13 last. The 
writer professed a deep and burning love for 
the young editor of L’Jtalia, who, she ad 
mitted, was not acquainted with her. She

She wanted him to come to Co- 
lumbus, He did not answer the letter aad 
the second one came. It was as tender as the 
first, and both of them contained love-sick 
doggerel in postscripts.

It contained an urgent 
reuuest to come to Columbus to get subscrib- 
ers for hie paper, and to come in person as an 
agent would not do.

Councilmen in Philadelphia in Possession 
of Telephone Stock. 

Purapsupai, Pa., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—It 
having been charged that $350,000 had been 
paid to secure the passage of the Mutual Tele- 
phone bill through the City Councils a Com- 
mitiee of Investigation was appointed to 
probe the matter.

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LAUGHS AT THE LAW. 


JOHN. MURPHY, THIEF, HAS OAUSE 
TO SNIOKER AT JUSTICE. 


Fined for a Despicable Offense and Sen- 
teneed to the Bridewell He Manages to 
Keep Outside the BarsePeculiar Ienor- 
ance of City Officiala Touching the 
Crook’s Liberation - Mysterious Con- 
cealment of Records—Justice Bradwell 
and Mr. Asay Astonished. 

John Murphy, fined $25 on a charge of dis- 
orderly conduct by Justice of the Peace Brad - 
well Monday morning, is supposed to be in 
the bridewell scrving out his sentence. As a 
matter of fact Murphy is walking the streets 
as free and unconcerned as if he had never 
been arrested. His fine has not been paid, 


_ but execution has been staid by some one. 


Murphy's offense was the larceny of 250 
copies of the Sunday art supplement from 
the office of Tun Tuisunz. As frequent thefts 
of a similar kind had been committed it was 
decided to keep a close watch and punish the 
thievess Murphy was detected in the act and 
arrested on two warrants, one charging him 
with larceny and the other with disorderly 
conduct. The case came up tor hearmg be- 
tore Justice Bradwell at the Harrison Street 
Police Court. Murphy made but a weak de- 
fense, his only plea bemg that the art supple- 
ments found in his possession had been given 
him by a boy. 

Justice Bradwell then gave the prisoners 
the choice of bemg held to the Criminal 
Court on the charge of larcery or of pleading 
guilty to a charge of disorderly conduct and 
being fined. Murphy chose the latter; the 
charge of larceny was dismissed, and a fine of 
$25 was put against his name. 

He did not have the money to pay the fine 
and was held in the Harrison Street Station 
until the wagon should call to take him to the 
bridewell, At least it was supposed he would 
be sent to the bridewell. But he wasn’t. 
Within twelve hours he was seen walking 
about the streets as if nothing had “happened 
to interfere with his liberty. 

8 Suspicious Ignorance of Officials. 

When those who had prosecuted Murphy 
found that he was at liberty they decided to 
find how it was that without paying a fine he 
could avoid punishment. A most surprising 
amount of ignorance on the part of city offi- 
cials was shown. Inquiry at the bridewell 
showed that Murphy was not there and had 
not been there. But an examination of the 
records of the police courts showed that the 
fine had. been imposed and, presumably, that 
the young man had gone to prison. The 
strange condition of affairs was reported to 
various city officials, but they did not appear 
to care whether or not a solution of the mat- 
ter was found. 

A visit was first paid to the office of the 


- “ bridewell clerk,’’ where thé original record 


was found. After some argument the clerk 
consented to show the record. On it ap- 
peared the words: “John Murphy, dis- 
charged.” Below it the man’s name again 
appeared and opposite was the statement that 
he had been fined $25 and that the money 
had not been paid into court. 

Justice Bradwell was then told of the way 
his sheet appears, but he disclaimed all knowl- 
edge of the matter beyond the fact that he 
had imposed a fine of $25, the execution of 
which he had not staid. ’

A second visit to the office of the clerk and 
a request fora view of the records was met 
with a refusal.

Mr. Asay was assured the records would not 
be altered in any way and at last ordered that 
they be shown.

“According to your record Murphy should 
be out in the bridewell, should he not? was 
asked. 

Les, was the reply. 

“But he isn’t. He's free. Now, who knows 
how he got free? 

The bailiff at the Harrison Street Police 

Station is the only one who can tell anything 
more about the case, said the clerk. 
Henry Fleming is the bailiff at the station, 
but he was unable to throw any light on the 
matter, at least without looking up the rec- 
ords, and he did not have time to do that. 

‘I can’t remember what was done with any 
Murhpy,” he said. There are so many 
cases in court every day that I can’t remem- 
ber every one. If he was fined and his fine 
wasn't paid he probably went to the bride- 
well. It he didn’t go there it was because the 
fihe was staid. I don't remember. If he is 
free and didn’t pay any fine it was because he 
didn’t have to.” 

The whole trouble lies in the staying of 
executions by attorneys representing the 
city,’ said Justice Bradwell. “I make it a 
practice never to stay a fine. Then there can 
be no complaint. But as the city is the com- 
plainant in all these cases which come up in 
the police courts any attorgey who has a 


legal right to represent the city can secure a 


stay of execution. There are about 
eighty of these attorneys, I should 
think, and it may de that it was through 
some of them that Murphy was liberated. 
There ought to be a record made of any ac- 
tion of this kind taken after a fine was im- 
posed, butin many cases nothing is done, 
and the court record will show that a man 
was sent to the bridewell when as a matter of 
fact he was set free.” 

The inquiry as to how Murphy obtained his 
liberty will be followed up today.

was that Mr. Feltenstein did not have the 
money to make his clearances. 

„Mr. Feltenstein will continue in busi- 
ness, said Attorney Pam, but only as a 
money lender. In the deposits he made today 
there wasacheck for $3,000 which came 
back to him marked as having failed to pass 
through the Ciearing-House. It was more of 
a surprise to him than anybody else, as 
he had no idea until then that the maker of 
the check could not meet his obligations. If 
that man has fai!@i in business, Mr. Felten- 
stein, as his indorser will lose between 
$15,000 and 620.000. So far as he is con- 
cerned the check incident was more of a mis. 
take than anything else, and in my judgment 
a convenient one, because it will enabie him 
to dispose of all his remaining depositors 
without delay.

For an instant it 
looked almost hopeless, but foran instant 
only. He noticed the three letters in the lower 
right corner and recognized them at once as 
the abbreviation for the State. The last two 
of these letters were alike, and Illinois was 
the only State in the Union the abbreviation 
for which ended in a double letter. He had 
therefore identified three of the letters. He 
next noticed that the third letter in the third 
line was an I. and he assumed that the word 
was Chicago. He then had seven letters, and 
he spelled out Indiana street in no time; and 
then all the rest followed. The entire address

SLOW SUFFOOATION OF THE SOREME 
IN THE SENATE, 


Other Measures Are Squeezing the Life 
Oat of the Trust Plau acd the Lobby 
Is Despasiring=—Magnates Overzealous 
in Their Attentiohs ta Senators—Likeli- 
hood That the Pestoffice Bill Will Pass 
Today~Bankhead May Again Cause 
Trouble=Letter Carriers’ Claims, 
Wasnineros, D. C., Feb. 5.—[Special.]— 
Friends of the pooling bill are much dis- 
turbed over the prospects of that measure, 
and the lobbyists nere have redoubled their 
efforts to secure for it an early consideration. 
They are beginning te complain that Senator 
Butler, in chatge of the measure, is altogether 
too courteous to suit them. He has refused 
to antagonize Mr. George’s hobby. the bank- 
ruptcy bill, and is endeavoring to avoid tread- 
ing on the toes of Mr. Faulkner, whose pet is 
the Arizona and New Mexico 
scheme. Some of the railroad men begin to 
express the opinion that Senator Butler is pre- 
paring to desert them altogether. There are 


several influences at work to prevent the con- 


sideration of the pooling bill at this session. 
In the first place the direct opposition is 
growing. As time has been given for its con- 
sideration sevoral Senators who were luke- 
warm have begun to have doubts of 
the expediency of passing the bill at all, es- 
pecially in view of the strong showing made 
by Senator Chandler of the possibilities of a 
general railroad pool taking in the whole 
country, making the most gigantic trust on 
record, Then, too, the Democrats have lost 
their control of the Senate and are obliged to 
defer to the wishes of Repubiicans and Popu- 
lists to do business at all. The Republicans 
have determined on there being no turiff leg- 
islation, and practically no legislation ut al:

MODIFICATION OF JAPANESE TREATY, 


Change Is Made That Finds Favor with 
the Mis des Minister. 
Wasnineros, D. C., Feb. 5.—The Senate 
today modified its former action on the 
Japanese treaty to the extent of inserting a 
provision which will render it impossible to 
abrogate the treaty before it goes into effect, 
In the absence of Senator Morgan Senator 
Frye moved reconsideration of rati- 
fication and then moved that the 
word “thereafter”? should be inserted 
in place of the words stricken out.

BILL TO FORFEIT UNPATENTED LANDS, 


Special Measure Affecting Ratlway Com- 
panies Offered in the House. 

Wasninetron, D. C., Feb. 5.—In the House 
today Representative Caminetti (Cal.) intro- 
duced a bill forfeiting to the government all 
unpatente2 lands heretofore granted to any 
company or corporation under the provisions 
of the Pacific railway acts, where such com- 
pany or corporation has refused or failed 
to redeem the bonds issued to such com- 
pany. As to the lands already  pat- 
ented which at the time of the default 
remain in the ownership of the company, the 
Secretary of the Treasury is directed to take 
the necessary action required by law to pro- 
tect the government’s rights as reserved by 
the acts, and the Secretary of the Interior is 
to withhold action on all applications for 
patents where the default contemplated by 
Sec. 5 of the act of July 1, 1862, has already 
occurred.

BONDS ARE DISCUSSED IN THE CABINET.

There is no longer any expecta- 
tion of a popular loan to be placed in this 
country, as in that event the experience of 
the last few months would be repeated 
and the gold reserve again depleted. 
The purpose of the administiation is, it is 
understood, to place the entire issue of bonds 
with London bankers, who would pay for 
them with London gold and thus avoid, for 
the present at least, the necessity for paying 
out gold in exchange for legal tenders. While 
no definite conclusion has been reached it is 
believed that the announcement of the sale 
of the bonds will be made at an early day.

TNOLE SAM’S AOTS IN THE STRIKE, 


Lecture by Arthur W. Windett on Federal 
Intervention. 


Arthur W. Windett read his paper on Fed- 
eral Intervention before the officers sta- 
tioned at Fort Sheridan yesterday at the post 
lyceum. Mr. Windett.was accompanied to 
Fort Sheridan by W. H. Condon, President of 
the Lawyers’ club, before which the paper was 
once read. Government officials and army offi- 
cers particularly have felt an interest in the sub- 


ject treated in the paper on account of ques- 
tions which have grown out of the strike of 


last summer, 

The gtound taken in the paper was that the 
strike was in its object and nature a treason- 
able act against the government; that it was 
anarchistic in principie and a criminal insur- 
rection against the authority both of the 
United States and of the State of Illinois. It 
was contended that the uuthority for the Pres- 
ident to intervene exists not only under the 
Inter-State Commerce act but by the provis- 
ions of the Constitution as originaliy framed 
without any subsequent legisiation, and even 
though the inter-State commerce act had 
never been passed. The lecturer said: 

The Constitution gives the General Govern- 
ment exclusive authority (jurisdiction) over: 
1. The commerce between the States, and 
rights of the citizens of each State to go into all 
the States and trensact business on the same 
footing“ as their own native-orn citizens. No 
State can lawfully abridge those ts or take 
them away. 2. In like manner the General Gov- 
ernment has sole and exclusive control over the 
mails, postal routes, ete. It is pointed out at the

EXCITING COLLOQUY IN THE sENATE, 


Mitchell of Oregon ang Harris Figure in a 
Belligerent Episode, 

Wasuiratrom, D. C., Feb. 5.—A sensational 
episode occurred in the Senate as soon as the 
session: opened today. Mr. Mitchell (Rep., 
Ore.) rose to make a report on sugar bounty 
claims, on which, he said, he desired to make 
a brief explanation. 


“There will have to be an explanation when 


the subject comes up, interposed Mr. Harris 
(Dem., Tenn.) . 80 that it will be a waste of 
time to have an explanation now. ore 
object. 

Mr. Mitchell urged that the explanation 
would not take three minutes, but Mr. Harris 
shook his head. Then,” said Mr. Mitchell 
with great growing impatience, *‘I wil not 
make the report, 1 will withdraw it. It is 
most Pe lbs “se that Senators cannot sub- 
mit a brief exvianation if they so desire, It 
is remarkable,“ 

Mr. Mitchell’s words were snapped out ve- 
hemently. 

It is needless fon the Senator to protest,” 
said Mr. Harris, I object; and I empnasize 
it, I object.” 

“Then I withdraw the report,” declared 
Mitchell. 

** Withdraw it then, exclaimed Mr, Harris 
defiantly. 

Mr. Mitchell showed intense irritation at 
the defiance, ana raising his voice he said to 
Mr. Harris: The action of the Senator is 
unusual, most unusual. 

**IT want the Senator to understand, re- 
torted Mr. Harris, measuring each word, 
„that I am capable of domg unusual things 
and am responsible for doing unusual 
things.’’ 

Cutting Retert by Mitchell, 


“ Yes,” answered Mr. Mitchell, his flushed 
face showing intense indignation, * I appre- 
ciate that the Senator is capable of doing 
unusual things, and he is capable of doing 
ungentlemanly things.”’ 

Mr. Harris step forward from his desk, 
and fora moment it appeared he was about 
to resent the statement in an unusual and’ 
emphatic way. He paused, however, and 
then with a gesture toward Mr, Mitchell and 
addressing him directly, said: Let me tell 
you, sir, that your coaduct is contemptible— 
contemptible,” 

The presiding officer had been rapping vig- 
orously as the coutroversy proceeded. **The 
Senators must proceed in order, he repeated, 

The colleagues of the two angry Senators 
gathered about them, and their indignant ex- 
postulations continued in subdued tones. Mr. 
Mitchell moved about the rear of the cham- 
ber reiterating his protests, while Mr. Harris 
sat at his desk, apparently unmoved by the 
sharp exchange of personalities, 

The Committee on Claims had decided to 
report the amendment to the sundry civil bill 
providi for the sugar bounty claims of last 
year without making any recommendation 
in order to allow it to come before the Sen- 
ate. It was this feature of the committee's 
action that Senator Mitchell desired to ex- 

lain when it was objected to by Senator 
Harris. The amount involved in the claims 
is estimated at 88.000, 000. 
McLaurin Prejects a Silver Debate. 

The Senate again took up the District of 
Coiumbia appropriation bill, Mr. McLaaria 
offered an amendment to the bond amend- 
ment to the bill providing for the coinage of 
the silver seigniorage in the Treasury 
amounting to $55,000,000, which should be 
used in paying the expenses of the improve- 
ments contemplated by the amendments, 

Mr. Harris appealed to Mr. McLaurin to 
withdraw the amendment, because it was 
general legisiation and in no wise pertinent 
to the impending bill. He said he was as 
strong a friend of silver as Mr, McLaurin 
could be, but would bé compelled to vote 
against the amendment. 

Mr. McLaurin did not accede to the request 
and Mr. Hale (Rep., Me.) made a point of or- 
der against it. 

Mr. Ma Laurin, in discussing the questi 
said he considered it in order and he coul 
not consent to withdraw the amendment be- 
cause of his objection: to a bond issue of any 
kind by the government when it could be 
avoided.

GparncrreLD, III., Feb. 5.— [Special. 


Senator David T. Littler of Sangamon wants 


to make an investigation of the affairs of the 
[ilinois Central railroad company. He intro- 
duced today a resolution for the appointment 
of a joint committee, three from the Senate 
and five from the House, to ascertain how 
traffic is distributed as between the main 
line, which is operated under the State char- 
ter, and branch lines, which have been con- 


’ structed under the general laws of the State. 


The resolution is of more than ordinary mo- 
ment, and its discussion on the floor of the 
Senate and in committee will attract no little 


attention. 

Senator Littler was talking about the’reso- 
jution this afternoon and disclaimed any in- 
tention on his part to persecute the road. He 
said no basis or fixed percentage had been 
madeas between traffic which passed over 
the origina! and branch lines, and he believed 


something of this kind should be done, He 


knew the company had some rule by which 
the percentage of the earnings from such 
traffic was accounted for, and on which the 


percentage fixed y the Constitution in lieu of 
taxation was made. The Senator acted, it 


will be remembered, as one of the Co mmis- 
sioners for the Pacific road, and he says a 
question similar to this arose which was ad- 
justed satisfactorily. He does not intimate 
that the road is in any way seeking to evade 


te payment of the percentage specified in 


ite charter, but he simply says some definite 
understanding as to what the percentage 
should be is ail he wants. 


Delving Into Taxes. 


The resolution is carefully drawn. While 
it does not in specific terms authorize a com- 
mittee of investigation to delve into the tax 
question it does so by implication. About ten 
years ago the House of Representatives on 
the motion of Representative Varnell of Jef- 
ferson County adopted a resolution of investi- 
gation to see how much tax the company 
ought to pay under its charter and if that per- 
centage was turned into the Treasury. The 
committee gave the matter thorough investi- 
gation and had access to the books and pa- 
pers of the company. The report was made 
that the company was paying what it should 
and there the matter dropped. By the terms 
of the charter the Governor of the State of 
Illinois is ex-officio one of the directors of the 
Illinois Central company, and the State has 
at all times the authority to examine the ac- 
counts of the company, a privilege which a 
number of Governors have availed them- 
selves of. 

The resolution made a good deal of talk 
around the State-House. Nobody, aside from 
its author, expected its presentation. Senator 
Littler was disposed to have it considered and 
adopted today, but some of the Senators ob- 
jected, saying they wanted to read it over and 
see what it was all about. It comes up tomor- 
row under the rules and probably will be re- 
ferred to a committee. Senator Littler will 
want it referred to the com mittee of which he 
is Chairman—Revenue—but it probably will 
go to the Committee on Railroads. 


Police Board Lobby. 


The hearts of the old-time police reporters 
here in attendance on the Legislature were 
gladdened today by the appearance of a 
few of their ancient chums from the 
Chicago’ police force. There were Capt. 
Billy Dollard, Capt. Jenkins, Lieut. George 
Perry, Sergts. Floren and Murnane, and 
Patrolman Mulcahy, all of whom have been 
on the force in Chicago for lo these many 
years. They are all big, strapping, fine-look- 
ing men, and they came down here todo a 
little work in the interest of a police bill in- 
troduced in the House today by Representa- 
tive Crafts. The measure in question is pre- 
cisely similar to that drawn by the Associa- 
tion of tne Chiefs of Police of the State of 
Illinois, the exception being these men want a 
provision in the bill that there shall be a rigfft 
of final appeal from the decision of the trial 
board to a Judge of a court of record. This 
provision was not included in the original bill, 
but it has been accepted by the Chiefs of 
Police and meets with the approval of the 
policemen themselves. 

About a dozen bills are pending before the 
House and Senate committees on fish and 
game of more or less importance to sports- 
men, commission merchants, and railroads 
relative to topics within the province of the 
committees. Senator Harding of Monmouth 
has introduced one bill at the request of 
shooting clubs in his district. One comes 
from Fish and Game Warden Blow. Anothef 
was introduced this mornmg by Senator 
Dwyer. The bill of the State Sportsmen As- 
sociation was to have been offered and re- 
ferred to committee today. It did not get 
here, but will make its appearance tomorrow.

A 
special legislative committee was assigned to 
draft the bill. The committee is com posed 
of Chief Brennan, Chicago: H. F. Dimmer, 
Aurora; B. F. Brubaker, Freeport; Maj.

W. McClaughry, Pontiac; and M. H. Sexton, 
Rock Island. 


THREE BILLS PASSED BY THE SENATE. 


Two of Them Refer to Assessment, the 
Other te Recording Piats. 
Sprriverrevp, III., Feb. 5.—In the Senate to- 
day the following three bills were read a third 
time and passed, subject to the emergency 


clause: 


By Senator Evans—Amending the act for the 
assessment of property and the levy and collec- 
tion vf taxes, providing that property sold for 
taxes be given to the bidder offering to accept 
the lowest rate of interest thereon. 

By Senator Coon—To regulate the filing for 
record of plats of lands not within the bounda- 
ries of cities or villages. providing that all such 
plats and subdivisions must be submitted an 
2 by the County Commissioners or Boa 
of Supervisors before being offered for sale under 
a penalty of $25 fine for each violation. 

Senator Craig—To amend the act for the 
assessment of property and the levy and collec- 
tion of taxes, changing the date for applications 
at court for the levy and collection of taxes from 
the May to the June term of court. . 

Senator Littler introduced a bill to prohibit 
telegraph companies from charging or collect- 
ing forthe delivery of messages within the 
corporate limits of cities and towns in the 
State, 

Two bills affecting insurance companies 
and their interests were introduced as follows: 

By Senator Chapman—To amend the act relat- 
ing to the jurisdiction of Circuit Courts in cases 
against life and fire insurance companies. It 
reads: ‘The Circuit Court of the county where- 
in the plaintiff or complainant may reside shall 
have jurisdiction of ail actions thereafter to be 
commenced by any individual against aug insur- 
ance or indemnity company either incorporated 
by any law of this State or doing business in this 
State, and a process issued and cause commenced 
in the county wherein the plaintiff may reside, 
wherein an individual may be aig and any 
such company defendant, may directed to any 
county of this State for service and return.“ 

By Senate Aspinwall—For the better protec- 
tion of property from fire and to provide a pen- 
alty for violations. It requires that the Common 
Councils or boards of trustees of cities and towns 
inspect cellars, subways, etc.. to prevent the dan- 
gerous accumulation of rubbish, and provides 
that the owner of such places on due notice must 
remove such waste within ten days under penalty 
of a fine of not les than $3 nor more than $10 
for the first offense, and not more than $25 for 
a second offense. 

A message from the House was received 
stating that the Senate was asked to concur 
in a joint resolution memorializing Congress 
to provide flags to decorate the graves of sol- 
diers in the National Cemetery, Decoration 

y. The resolution was lost.

ABOOT “PUTS AND CALLS.” 

The vote on the Board of Trade of this city 
last Monday seems to be generally construed 
as a declaration by a majority ef the active 
mem bers of that organization that they are in 
favor of trading in privileges. This may 
bea mistake. At least some of those who 
voted with the majority have nothing to do 
with the buymyg or selling of puts and calls in 
produce, and othere simply took the ground 
that it was none of their business to interfere. 
There is only one thing on which the mem- 
bers may be said 40 be nearly upanimous, and 
that is in the opinion that it would have been 
vastly better not to bring the matter to a vote 
at ali than to have it ‘“‘decided”’ ag it was 
Monday. 

The board does not recognize this kind of 
“‘trading,”’ except in one way. It permits 
one of its rooms to be occupied during a part 
of each business day by members, who go 
there te buy or sell privileges. The rules of 
the board are in accord with the State law on 
the subject. If any trading in privileges be 
done on the floor of the exchange it is sur- 
reptitiously, and the board uniformly has re- 
fused to enforce any alleged contract be- 
tween its members which consists in or is 
based on the purchase and sale of an alleged 
right to sell or buy at a named price at 
some future time, This kind of business 
is forbidden by the law of the 
State, which imposes a penalty of 
from $10 to $1,000, or imprisonment in 
the county jailfor a period not exceed ing 
one year, or both fine and imprisonment. 
There may be a question us to the wisdom of 
a statute which practically forbids operations 
in the produce markets that are claimed to 
be of the same character as insurance 
against loss by fire, personal accident, or 
death, but there is none as to the power of 
the State to punish offenders who are proven 
to be such, and there would be little difficulty 
in obtaining evidence sufficient to convict 
many members, some of them tae most 
prominent in the board. The real point at 
issue on Change is as to the expediency of 
corporate action to suppress the business 
when itis not attempted on the exchange 
floor or ‘within "Change hours of trading. 

Judged from the standpoint of an impartial 
observer it should seem that the board owes 
it to ite own reputation not to permit know- 
ingly the buying or selling of puts and calls 
on the exchange floor, in any room con- 
trolled by its officials, or in the corridors of 
the building, and should refuse, as now, to 
entertain any complaint tothe effect that one 
of ite members has failed to fulfill a privilege 
contract. Aiso it should seem that the board 
in its corporate capacity ought not to be 


called on to do more than that, seeing it has 


no jurisdiction outside of the building, nor 
even lu such rooms or offices in the duilding 
as it may rent to tenants, other thanan un- 
incorporated landlord would have. But the 
board ought not to stop short of 
the line here indicated. It should not 
wink at the business to the extent of provid- 
ing a room in which that privilege business is 
carried on while there isa State lawagainst it. 
So long as it provides those facilities the board 
is responsible to a certain extent, and has no 
right to complain if legislators and others 
assert a belief that the board favors gambling 
in produce. Ifthe board cannot afford to 
observe so much of consistency: it ought to 
make a united effort to have the law repealed, 
and then it at least could plead that the buy- 
ing and selling of privileges was done under 
protest against a law held to be unjust be-

WHERE I8 THE EVIDENCE? 

On various occasions Mr. Henry Watterson 
has shown that he is of an exceedingly. san- 
guine disposition. He has made predictions 
touching the tariff and other matters which 
have not been realized. He seems, unless he 
has some private information, to be far out of 
the way in some statemepte made by him re- 
cently about the position of the Southern 
States on the free silver question. 

Mr. Watterson says in an interview: 

The Western bimetallists, or silver monomeatal- 
lists, or whatever you call em, are depending on 
a broken reed when they rely on the South to 
support their crazy scheme of finance. 

In the first place the entite cotton belt of the 
South—and that is still dominating our affairs— 
is irretrievably committed to a gold basis. The 
West would better look elsewhere for an alliance 
on the currency question, for I verily believe that. 
with one or two exceptions, the Southern States 
will be found coépérating with the Bast when the 
battle on the coinage is commenced. This, you 
see, would swing the lines of political division 
around from their presedt direction of East and 
West to North and South, and would, perhaps, 
cause the Mississippi River to mark the division 
of the country on the coinage issue. 

This would be very encouraging if there 
were any outward and visible signs of its be. 
ing a correct diagnosis, Bot there are not. 
Mr. Watterson bases his conclusions seem- 
mgly solely on the fact that in 1878, when 
the Missiasippi Legislature instructed Mr. 
Lamar, then Senator, to vote for a free silver 
resolution, he refused to do so, went home, 
took the stump, routed the silver men, and 
was triumphantly feélected by the next Legis- 
lature.

Sut at this moment the 
attitude of Southerr leaders and voters seems 
to be one of determination that the country 
shall be brought down to a silver monometal- 
lic basis or that noting shall be done by the 
General Government to banish effectually the 
fear of a departure frome the gold standard. 


A BAD PROVISION oF THE AUSTRALIAN 
BALLOT LAW. 

Three Democratic State officers last fall 
assumed the right under one of the provisions 
of the Australian ballot law to pass on the 
Republican legislative nominations in two of 
the Senatorial districts in this county und to 
determine who were the regular nomi- 
nees. That is, they decided which names 
should be put on the ballut under the head- 
ing Republican. That secured for them 
the votes of all who voted straight un- 
scratched tickets. The names of the candi- 
dates who, according to the decision of these 
Democratic State officers, were not regu- 
lar,“ did not appear on the ballot at all, or 
if they did were in out-of-the-way places, 
where it was difficult to find them. 

But for the overwhelming majority of last 
November this interference of these State 
officers with the rights of the Republicans of 
these two districts might have had serious 
consequences. As it turned out all it 
amounted to was to call attention to the ne- 
cessity of amending the law so that it cannot 
be in the power of men belonging to one 
party to decide who the men shall be who are 
the regular candidates of the other party 
in case there is a dispute as to who has been 
nominated by the party convention. 

Among the papers read at the meeting of 
the State Bar Association last month was one 
by Andre Matteson on Peculiarities of Our 
Election Laws,” in which this extraordinary 
method of designating party candidates is 
commented on. One passage from the paper 
is as follows: 

This convenient faculty of fashionmg your 
adversary to your liking is facilitated bz means 
of a nameless contrivance which the newspapers 
have christened Board of Review. In case ob- 
jection be made to a nomination, the question so 
raised must be submitted for decision to this extra 
judicial and nondescripttribunal. It is a very re- 
markable tribunal. In every possible case it is 
composed of elective officeholders—active parti- 
sans, of course—all, or the majority of whom, may 
be party candidates for reélection at the moment 
when they are called to decide on the legality of 
nominations of rival candidates, or, peradvent- 
ure, on the legality of their own nominations. 
And their decision, the statute says, shall be 
fidal! Could any party boss, any Tammany ras- 
cal, be so atrocioasly unreasonable as to wish 
for a better plan than this to foreordain the 
electoral outcome to his liking? 

In another place Mr. Matteson says of the 
claim made last year by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Auditor, and Secrotary of State that 
they had a right to review legislative nomina- 
tions— 

If rightly, it is the case of a power easily 
abusei given to the officers most apt to be 
strongly tempted to abuse it. If wrongly, itis a 
case of executive usurpation of a most dangerous 
character. If rightly, the Legislature has under- 
taken by this act to clothe officers of the execu- 
tive with authority to sit in judgment on the 
people's choice of their representatives, and from 
their decision has denied the right of appeal. If 
wrongly, these executive officers have wantonly 
usurped the office of an autocratic despot. 

The case is stated none too strongly, and 
it is the duty of the General Assembly to re- 
peal this dangerous provision of the law, 
under which partisan officeholders may pass 
on the nominations made for various offices 
by their political opponents. As yet no bill 
has been introduced for this purpose, but one 


ought to be speedily. 

The framers of the Illinois ballot law 
adopted the plan of classifying the names of 
nominees by parties instead of by offices. All 
the Republican candidates are put in one 
column and a single x mark at the head 
of that column is equivalent to a vote for 
each of them. As long as that plan is ad- 
hered to and there is a dispute as to who is the 
„regular“ nominee whose name should go in 


the party column and get the bencfit of the“ 


straight party vote there ought to be some- 
body to pass on the conflioting claims of men, 
eaca of whom says he is the legitimate con- 
vention nominee. That power should not be 
intrusted to representatives of a rival or- 
ganization, for they cannot settle such ques- 
tions fairly. The dispute should be settled 
by the State Central committee or the County 
Central committee of the party to which the 
disputants belong. The Legislature should 
make provision to that effect before it ad- 
journs, or next year Democratic officeholders 
will be sitting in judgment again on Repub- 
lican nominations.

OFFICIAL RUFFIANISM. 

How unmistakably evil communications 
corrupt good manners is shown by the out- 
come of the recent fracas in the Common 
Council of Chicago, in which certain Demo- 
cratic gentlemen smashea the noses of cer- 
tain other Democratic gentlemen and blacked 
the eyes of certain Republican gentlemen and 
otherwise conducted themselves in such a dis. 
graceful and ruffianly manner that every one 
coacerned in the pugilism should have been 
sent to the bridewell. The fracas has been 
far from local in its influences. It seems to 
have been the signal for an uplifting of the 
flood gates of scurrility and general bad man- 
ners and 2 letting loose of the original Adam 
in other parts of the country. 

In the National House of Representatives, 
with nothing more inflammable than a point 
of order pending, two venerable gentlemen 
proceed at once to turn it into a point of dis- 
order. Actuated by the fear that he might not 
be able to deliver himself of a speech which 
no one wished to hear, Mr. Breckinridge as- 
sails Mr. Heard with the choicest epithets in 
the catalogue of scurrility, and upon having 
been notified by Mr. Heard that he was a liar, 
thereupon rushes at him with the intention of 
doing him up and knocking him out. Failing 
in this by the timely intervention of the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms and his big mace, he takes his 
revenge upon the English grammar, leaving 
that innocent book which had never done him 
any harm in a frightfully dislocated condi- 
tion. The echoes of this piece of ruffianism 
hardly died away when upon the same floor, 
and again upon a point of order, two Mis- 
souri gentlemen get by the ears and the Ser. 
geant-at-Arms had to be called again. Mr. 
Outhwaite had presented a specia} order for 
the consideration of the new currency bill. 
Mr. Hatch of Missouri declared it was only 
satisfactory to the Committee on Baaking and 
Ourrency. Mr. Hale of Missouri denounced 
Hatch’s statement as absolutely false, Mr. 
Hatch retorted that the gentleman would 
not dare to use that language off the floor of 
the House. Then the Speaker took a hand 
and stopped a repetition of the Breckinridge- 
Heard bear garden performunce. Yesterday 
the ruffianism was transferred to the Senate, 
and all over the making of a report. Senator 
Mitcheil wanted to make the report. Senator 
Harris wanted him to withdraw it. A war of 
_ words at once ensued ending with the declara-

Now, where is this thing going to end? One 
expects outbreaks of passion in the heated 
season, when men and dogs go mad alike and 
the area of high thermometer is conducive to 
the exploitung of angry passions and of that 
display of vituperation which shows that some 
men, pretending to be gentlemen, are only 
veneered with decency. But here it is phe- 
nomenally coid weather, with the thermom- 
eter below zero everywhere, when men’s pas- 
sions should be as cool as their noses, and yet 
scarcely a week passes that some representa- 
tives of the people in high places are not be- 
having like cats and dogs, and wildcats and 
bulldogs at that. These things are always con- 
tagious.. If some check is not placed upon 
them they will be found breaking out in all 
sorts of places. It was only last Sunday that 
a Chicago policeman had to keep order ina 
church with his revolver. It is time for the 
presiding officers of public assemblies to con- 
sider *‘ where they are at,“ and for commit- 
tees on rules arid orders to devise some plan 
for choking off choleric old ruffians and dis- 
turbers of the peace, either providing for their 
expulsion as violatera of common decency, 
for their ejectment by official bouncers, or for 
their instantaneous muzzling. Official ruffian- 
ism ought to be suppressed with a vigorous 
hand. 


CORPORATIJNS AND THE COUNCIL. 

Monday night the Council concurred in the 
amendments to the North and West Side trol- 
ley ordinances suggested by the Mayor, Or, 
to state it more correctly, the companies told 
the Aldermen they had no objection to the 
amendments, and therefore the Aldermen 
voted for them. Had the companies said 
otherwise the Aldermen would have voted dif. 
ferently. 

One of these amendments secures to the 
city $5,000 a year for the privileges granted. 
This is not much, but it is better than noth- 
ing. Another amendment provides that the 
new ordinances shall not extend the term of 
any existing ones. Other amendments are 
designed to secure the interests of the ciiy in 
different respects. 

Every one of. these matters should have 
been attended to in the original ordinances. 
That they were not shows how worthless the 
Council has become. .These ordinances were 
drafted in the first place by the street rail- 
road companies. They were so wotded as to 
give them everything they possibly could 
want. Theu they were handed te the Alder- 
manic agents of the companies with instruc- 
tions to pass them. This was done. ‘There 
was no real consideration of them by the 
Council, There were no attempts to remedy 
their defects and to protect the interests of 
the city. One small amendment was adopt- 
ed, but many others were voted down. Such 
were the orders of the companies, 

This is an exceedingly bad way to legislate. 
When the Mayor is not all a Mayor should be 
franchise ordinances are approved by him 
without modification, and the beneficiaries 
get unlimited privileges and pay the city 
nothing for them. Corporations reckon on 
that. They know the Council will pass what- 
ever they present to it. If the Mayor is weak 
or worse they will get infinitely more than 
they ought to. If the Mayor knows what his 
duty is and insists on amendments the cor- 
porations will accept some of them, and yet 
secure privileges far in excess of what they 
ought to receive. 

As long as the present system endures and 
the Council remains unreformed the only 
safety for the people is in having the decent- 
est Mayor they can get. Otherwise they will 
be robbed on every hand. The best course 
is to elect decent Alder men who will be some- 
thing more than the hired men of street rail- 
way and gas companies, and who will not 
pass ordinances which have to be returned to 
them by the Mayor because of their gross, 
palpable defects. As the Council stands it is 
not a fit body to be intrusted with legislative 
duties. 


THE PROPOSED LAKE-FRONT PARE, 

At Monday’s meeting of the Council a reso- 
lution by Ald. Madden relative to the proposed 
Lake-Front park was adopted. It recites the 
fact that last June the then Mayor and Com- 
missioner of Public Works were directed to 
negotiate with the Illinois Central, the Drain- 
age Board, and drainage contractors with a 
view to getting material, free of charge, with 
which te fillin that part of the outer harbor 
between the shore aud the government pier, 
but thatno report has been made by those 
officials. It states that it is believed the 
Drainage Trustees, contractors, etc., will be 
glad to codperate with the city in its plan of 
establishing a park on the Lake-Front, and 
provides for the appointment of a committee 
of five to confer with the individuals named 
above. 

Ald. Madden was appointed Chairman of 
the committee, and as he is deeply interested 
in this park plan he will proceed at once to 
ascertain what can be done in the premises. 
There is reason to believe, asthe resolution 
says, that “ never again in the history of Chi- 


cago will so favorable an opportunity be 


offered to secure at nominal cost what will be 
a permanent settlement of the Lake-Front 
controversy,’ and at wesame time give the 
people a beautiful park fronting on the waters 
of the lake. If so it would be folly to throw 
away this opportunity. 

The shallow waters between the dock line 
and the shore will have to be filled in some 
time or other. The question is Whether the 
work shall be done at this time, when the cost 
will be trifling, or at a later day, when the ex- 
pense will be very great. For it the city 
should have to pay for the earth which will be 
needed or for its transportation from some 
distant point the bill will be an exceedingly 
heavy one. The committee will find out from 
the drainage contractors whether, instead of 
taking the material they excavate out in the 
lake and dumping it there, sometimes so near 
the crib as to muddy the water, they will 
agree to take their scows into the outer harbor 
and dump the contents there. If it costs them 
no more in one case thanin the other they 
will be willing to go to the latter place. 

Should the committee find out that such is 
the case then the Council should give the con- 
tractors permission to do so, Every cubic

whose see shall be at Washington, the Nation- 
al Capital, It is considered probable that the 
matter will be formally brought before the 
next general convention of the church, to be 
held in Minneapolis the coming autumn. It 
is proposed to amend the constitution so as 
to provide that whenever the diocese which 
includes within its limita the City of Wash- 
ington shall permanently surrender its rights 
to choose its Bishop, and the office of Bishop 
of that diocese shail be vacant, the Primate 
shall thereafter, under such regulations as the 
general convention shall preacribe, be the di- 
ocesan thereof with the title of Archbishop df 
Washington and Primus, and the diocese va- 
eated by the translation of the Primus to 
Washington ghall thereupon elect another 
diocesan. 

It is pointed out that the Church of England 
has its two Archbishops, those of Canterbuty 
and York, and Canada has the two Archiepis- 
copal Seeg of Toronto and Rupertsland. As 
Dr. Locks says, at present the head Bishop of 
the United States is likely to be a very old 
man living in a remote part of the country, 
ahd not at all fitted for a post of such promi- 
nence, It is felt that it would be very much 
better it a choice could be made out of the 
best men, the person selected to take the title 
af Archbishop, and to be in communion with 
the Primates of Canterbury and York. A 
Chicago rector writing on this subject says it 
does not seem right that the presiding Bishop 
should exercise his office when so-infirm that 
he has to be held on his feet by a couple of 
brethren. In so writing he would seem to 
have forgotten that Moses is not reported to 
have lost either dignity or efficiency when 
his hands had to be held up by Aaron and Hur 
during the battle of Israel with the Amale- 
kites, but he nas some show of right on his 
side in objecting to one circumstance that has 
been said to happen in this country, the call- 


ing of a meeting of the House of Bishops to 


order from the bosom of a hackney coach. 


As to the choice of location it is noted that, 


the national capital would be the most ap- 
propriate place, the fact that its population is 
email by the side of some other cities not 
being of importance. Both in the English 
and the Roman churches it is rather the ex- 
ception than the rule that the seat of the 
Primacy shall be the most populous center. 
This may be due in great part if not wholly 
to the circumstance that the modern growth 
of population has been away from the older 
ecclesiastical distributions, but the fact re- 
mains. Londen and Manchester are much 
larger cities than Canterbury and York, and 
in Ireland the Archbishop of Armagh takes 
precedence over his brother of Dublin, while 
in Scotland the little diocese of Brechin is the 
seat of the Episcopal Primus, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the country contains the two 
big cities of Glusgow and Edinburg. 

If the Episcopalians of the United States 
want an Archbishop no one else has a right 
to object, especially not when the change has 
such abundance of precedent in that church 
and outside of it, But the proposed gain in 


“solidification and dignity will be of little 


value ifitdo not conduce to increase .the 
number of worshipers and to save some 
souls that might have been lost but for the 
augmented power and influence of the body. 
It is fair to presume this point has not been 
lost sight of, at least by some of the movers 
for the appointment of a senior overseer for 
the faithful, and that they caiculate ona 
greater efficiency for the church asa whole 
to result from it. 


Tun War Department has issued a pamphlet 
giving the progress and condition of the work 
of establishing the National Military Park at 
Chickamauga and Chattanooga. The fighting 
lines of all brigades and divisions on each 
side have been accurately located and all the 
brigade positions have been ascertained. All 
the States but four, Connecticut, Kansas, 
Maryland, and West Virginia, have appointed 
commissions, which are actively at work. 
The government has purchased 6,000 acres 
ot the Chickamauga field, five observation 
towers have been erected, the old roads of the 
battlefield ha ve been reopened and the new 
ones closed. The details of six battles will be 
set forth upon the historical tablets to be 
erected by the National Commission within 
the park and its spproaches—namely: Wau- 
hatchie, Brown’s Ferry, Orchard Knob, Look- 
out Mountain, Missionary Ridge, and the 
three days’ fighting at Chickamauga. An in- 
teresting feature of the report is an official 
statement of the organizations from the sev. 
eral States engaged in these battles. At 
Chickamauga Rosecrans had 129 regiménts 
of infantry, 18 of cavalry, and 35 of artillery, 
and Bragg had 188 of infantry, 63 of cav- 
alry, and 41 of artillery. In addition to these 
fuli organizations, Rosecrans had 6 fegi- 
ments of mounted infantry and 1 battalion 
of sharpshooters, and Bragg had 22 battal- 
ions of infantry and 8 companies of cavalry. 
At Chattanooga Grant had 261 regiments as 
against Bragg’s 163. Of the thirty-six States 
which composed the Union at the breaking 
out of the war all but four of those lyihg east 


„of the Rocky Mountains had soldiers in the 


battles about Chattanooga. These were D. 
aware, New Hampshire. Rhode Island, and 
Vermont. Besides the State troops engaged, 
each army had a considerable contingent of 
regulars.

In regard to 
Armenia the Marquis said he would not make 
definite observation, as the matter was still 
sub judice. At the same time he would say 
that if the statements they had seen were 
correct there had been outrages committed 
by many persons who were not officers 
or soldiers of the Sultan, and 
it was certain that if the out- 
rages were committed they were perpetrated 
by one or the other of the two religious com- 
munities of that country.

Bunk, Feb. 5.— Emperor William today 
received a deputation of the municipal au- 
thorities who waited upon his Majesty for the 
purpose of thanking him for his munificent 
offer to erect at his own expense a number of 
statues of prominent Germans in the Siege- 
salle in the Thiergarten. The Emperor, 
replying to the deputation, said he was 
anxious that the glorious memories of 
twenty-five years ago should be kept 
fresh in the minds of all Germans, especially 
those of the citizen class. In no city had the 
influence of a sovereign on its development 
and growth manifested itself so interestingly 
asin Berlin. It had been shown that the 
Prince and the city were sometimes at strife, 
then in agreement, but always in a position 
of mutual respect. It was a great satisfac- 
tion to him to afford the municipal authori- 
ties of Berlin, whose service he gladly recog- 
nized,a mark of his acknowledgments in 
his gift to the city. He was often ina 
position, especially while abroad, to explain 
what .Berlin had done, and he always 
took occasion to point out that what had been 
achieved in the German capital was the work 
of honorary officers, who, without, advantage 
to themselves, and solely from patriotic feel- 
ing, devoted their efforts to the general good. 
He hoped the whole population, without dis- 
tinction of religion or political party would, 
in the future, especially in anxious times, 
hold steadfastly to ite sovereign and make it 
easier for him to fulfill his onerousduty. Ad- 
vert ng to general affairs the Emperor men- 
tioned the North Sea Canal, especially noting 
that owing to the wise arrangements for the 
workmen employed thereon not a single 
complaint or note of discord had been heard 
during the progress of the great undertaking.

CREDENTIALS OF THE CHINESE ENVOY 


| Bow the Peace Commission Was Told by 


the Emperor te Act. 

Loxpox, Feb. 5.—A dispatch from Yoko- 
hama says the text of the credentials of the 
Chinese peace envoys, with whom Japan re- 
fused to treat on account of insufficiency of 
their powers, was as follows: 

By decree we appoint you our plenipotentiaries 
to meet and negotiate the matter with the pleni- 
potentiaries appointed by Japan. You will 
however, telegraph to the Tsung-Li-Yamen 
(Chinese foreign office) for the purpose of ob- 
taining our commands by which you will abide. 
The members of your mission are placed under 
your control. You will conduct your mission in 
a faithful and diligent manner and fulfill the 
trust reposedin you. Respect this. 

A dispatch from Pekin says the capture of 
Teng-Chou (Wei Hai Wei) has made a deeper 
impression upon the Chinese than the fall of 
Port Arthur. The dispatch adds that the re- 
ported refusal of Japan to treat with the 
Chinese envoys confirms the belief expressed 
in Pekin that the Japanese are aot willing to 
name their terms of peace. 

Hrnosuima, Feb. 5.—Up to noon yesterday 
the Chinese still held the forts of Liu-Kung- 
Tau Island. The Japanese attack continues. 

A dispatch to the Times from Hongkong 
says letters have been received there from New 
Chwang, dated Jan. 29, which report that the 
Japanese are meeting with increasing diffi- 
culty in their advance. The J@panese sus- 
tained a slight reverse between Hai Chig and 
Liao Yang at the hands of 1,500 followers of 
a rebel squatter named Han. A Manchurian 
battalion failing to give support to the Chi- 
nese, ite commander was promptly beheaded 
for cowardice.

NOTHING HEARD OF THE CONCORD’S MEN 


Silence Reigns at Washington Regarding 
the Story of Their Capture, 

Wasurvetor, D. C., Feb. 5.—[Special.}]— 
Silence, deep and irritating, still surrounds 
the facts connected with the reported inci- 
dent of the capture of officers of the United 
States stedmer Concord by Chinamen near 
Chin Kiang.

He shall make to the officer in chief command 
a detailed report of any important cireumstances 
in connection with, or duty performed by. the 
forces under him, requiring from his subordi- 
nates such reports as may be necessary. 

The navy regulations are so explicit con- 
cerning the cunstant communication of com- 
manders of vessels with their command ers- 
in-chief or with the: Navy Department, that 
this is taken as an additional rea- 
son why Commander Craig would 
have informed the department had 
any of his men been captured by Chinese. 
Commander Craig is thoroughly acquainted 
with the regulatiohs, and is an officer who has 
always heretofore obeyed them. The report 
of the capture of the officers dso said an 
armed force had been sent to rescue them. 
As exemplified in chses in the past, it has been 
the custom of the Chinese to remove any 
prisoners taken far into the interior, and a 
force of foreigners would have the whole 
country buzzing about it if it went far inland.

The Japanese Govern- 
ment agreed to pay £330,000 ($1,650,000) 
for the warship. but when Chie learned that 
Flint & Co. purposed to send the #smeraida 
to Japan it refused to sell on the ground that 
it would be a violation of the neutrality laws.

up, however. He went to Ecuador and made 
a secret deal with President Cordero and the 
political ring of which he is a member, 
Prominent among the rings are the Caa-

The 
Flint agent arranged that Ecuador should buy 
the Esmeralda from Chile and turn it over to 
him to sell to Japan. Ex- President Caamano 
was toreceive half of the £80,000 profit 
($400,000).
